of Autoeraey

The world, as this is written, gazes 
shocked and amazed at new and 
dramatic evidences of the dangers 
inherent in autocratic rule. 


That humanity should be shocked 
is natural. But that it should be sur- 
prised is less understandable. 


For more than a century and a 
half it has seen, in the great Ameri- 
can epic, that where the people rule 
—where the press and speech and 
religion and opportunity are free— 
men have attained high standards 
of living and liberty and happiness. 


For many centuries it has known 
that where the reins of power are 
grasped in the hands of one—or a 
few—the individual is oppressed, 
religion suffers, freedom languishes, 
and the people are sacrified on gross 
altars of hatred and personal am- 
bition, 


These are natural outgrowths of 
the soils in which the two contrast- 
ing ideas of government—Democracy 
and Autocracy—are nourished. 

The first, Democracy, is founded 
on faith; the second, mcdern Autec- 
raty, grew out of Despair. 

The first looks with confidence to 
the Future; the sccond, with anpre-. 
hension at the Past. 

The first sesks to govern through 
reason and progress; the second, 
through blind accepiance and re- 
gressi 
The first bases its strength on the 
freedom ef the peopie; the second, 
on the thickness of the chains that 
shackle them. 

There are other differences. One, 
modern Autocracy, glorifies that cold 
abstraction, the State; the other, 
Democracy, that warm reality, the 
family. Cne glorifies the barracks, 
the other the home; one, terrorism, 
the other, tolerance; one, the weap- 
ons and conquests of war, the other 
the tools and achievements of peace. 
One breeds hunger and desperation, 
the other, comfort and confidence. 

These are reasons why America 
established the principle of Govern- 
ment by the People. They are rea- 
sons why the American Peopie 
should and must cling jealously to 
that principle of self-rule. Every 
surrender, however slight, of the 
power oi the people serves only to 
weaken our sound heritage of free- 
dom, and to bring closer the black 
shatow which lowers over so much 
of Europe. 


Play Safe 


Motorist: When the traffic light | 


shows red stop your car in back 
of the crosswalk. If your car blocks 
the walk, pedestrians have to step 
out into the path of moving traffic 
to get around you. The National 
Safety Council cautions motorists, 
however, to be careful in backing up 
after having come to a stop in front 
of the crosswalk. Pedestrians may 
be walking in back of your car. 
The safest way is to slow down 
when approaching traffic lights, so 
that you will be able to stop com- 
fortably. 

Pedestrian: — Are you a signal 
sne2k? Do you try to slip across the 
street when the light is red? The 
National Safety Council reports 
that 15,400 pedestrians were killed 
last year. Many of them were killed 
in just that way. They thought they 
could save a few seconds by ignor- 
ing the traffic light. Were those 
few seconds worth risking their 
lives for? Learn the habit of wait- 
ing at the curb until the light is 
green.

Increased Costs 
Accompany Single 
Tax Measure 


An increase in food costs must 
be expected unless proposition 20, 
the single tax, is defeated by the 
voters November 8th. 


This warning was proadcast to- | 
day by Vincent D. Kennedy of 
San Francisco, managing direct- 
or of the California Retailers As- 
sociation. 

Kennedy saw in the single tax 
a threat of increased living costs 
all along the line, from bread to 
rent. 

Explaining his fears, Kennedy 
said: “Unless the single tax pro- 
position is again defeated by the 
voters, we ay expect a general 
condition of chaos in all lines of 
endeavor. The farmer will be for- 
ced to increase the price of his 
produce to meet his increased 
costs. The manufacturer will face 
the same issue. Prices will sky- 
rocket. 

“At the same time, the State 
government, which will be invol- 
ved in completely changing tts 
tax system, will be trying to meet 
its costs without sufficient reve- 
nue. a 

“Although all will suffer in this 
chaos, the farmer will be hit the 
worst Many will leave their plows 
in the fields, giving up the strug- 
gle .which has become too great. 
This will tend to cut production 
and increase prices of produce. 
Other farmers, paying double or 
more their present taxes, will be

SAN DIEGO, CALIF.—A scientif- 
ic expedition to determine the age 
of southern California’s first inhabi- 
tants and provide a new knowl- 
edge of man’s antiquity will be con- 
{ ducted in San Diego county by the 
Carnegie institution of Washington 
and the San Diego museum of nat- 
ural history. 

The site where the excavations 
will be made is at a place hitherto 
unexplored by scientists. It is be- 
| lieved that primitive men camped 
at the site and fashioned crude stone 
| tools and weapons from an abun- 
dant supply of rock. It is described 
as the site of one of the most ex- 
| tensive habitations of the peoples 
| who are supposed to have antedat- 
ed the known California Indians. 

After excavations lasting six 
weeks there will be extensive lab- 
oratory work, which is expected to 
shed light on the habits and cus- 
toms and racial characteristics of 
the early people. 


Wage Statistics Show 


Raises in United States 
GENEVA—Comparative wage sta- 
tistics for 14 countries, which have 
just been compiled by the Interna- 


tional Labor office, reveal that the 
most marked advances occuired in 
France and in the United States. 

Statistics for the United States, 
based on hourly earnings, show that 
in 1937 nominal, or money wages, 
which had declined 17 per cent be- 
tween 1929 and 1933, were 18 per 
cent above the 1933 level and 35 
per cent above the 1929 level. On 
the other hand, real wages—that is 
money wages adjusted to take ac- 
count of changes in living costs— 
were 33 per cent higher in 1937 than 
in 1929.

HIGH SPEED PLAYS 
TRICKS WITH TIME 


Hughes Saw Five Sunrises 
in Four Days of Flight. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—‘“‘The fast-| 
est circuit of the earth ever made 
by man and machihery—the recent 
flight by Howard Hughes and his! 
companions around the world in a 
few hours less than four days—dem- 
onstrates the tricks that high speed 
can play with man’s accepted sys- 
tem of time,’’ points out a bulletin 
from the National Geographic soci- 
ety. “In their four days of flight 
Hughes and his companions saw the 
sun rise five times while all the 
other inhabitants of the earth, out- 
side the Arctic and Antarctic @¢ir- 
cles, could see it rise only four 
times. (During the summer, with- 
in the Arctic circle, the sun is al- 
ways in sight; within the Antarctic 
circle, in summer, it is never in 
sight.) 

Five Sunrises in Four Days. 


“Hughes and his fellow flyers saw 
five sunrises in four days because 
their plane, flying the same direc- 
tion that the earth was turning on 
its axis, actually outdistanced the 
earth one complete lap. Their ex- 
perience can be compared to that 
of men running forward on a speed- 
ing train: they move over the 
ground more rapidly than the train 
does. With the speed of the earth 
and its atmosphere, and the addi- 
tional speed contributed by the 
powerful motors of the airplane, 


Hughes and his companions took 
five whirls through space around | 
the earth’s axis while the rest of | 


the earth’s inhabitants made only 
four trips. 

“Hughes’ five meetings with the 
rising sun were over the Atlantic 
Monday, between Paris 
on Tuesday, between 
Omsk and Yakutsk on Wednesday, 
between Yakutsk and Fairbanks on 
Thursday, and between, Fairbanks 
and Minneapolis on a second Thurs- 
day. Thursday was repeated be- 
cause the flyers crossed the Inter- 
national Date Line from west to 
east. 

“Because Hughes’ plane was add- 
ing its speed to that of the whirl- 
earth, the five ‘sun days’ 
through which the plane flew had | 
an average of only about 19 hours 
each.

WASHINGTON. Labor - saving 
machines have displaced the hired 
girl in the typical American village 
home, a nationwide survey by the 
department of agriculture shows. 

‘There now are statistics to show 
that James Whitcomb Riley’s chil- 
dren's classic, ‘Our Hired Girl,’ no 
longer portrays the typical in Amer- | 
ican village life,’ the department 
said. 

She was the family factotum who | 
lived in the household, cooked such | 
good things to eat that the children 
loitered about her kitchen table un- 
til she chased them away with such | 
refrain as: 

“Clear out of my way; there’s 
time for work and time for play! 
Take your dough and run, child, run, 
or I can’t get no cooking done!”’ 

Study 8,434 Families. 

In reaching its conclusion the de- 
partment studied household help ta- | 
bles of 8,434 white nonrelief fami- 


lies in 140 typical villages in all 
sections of the country. 
“The importance of ‘our hired 


girl’ has decreased as services of | 
commercial bakeries and laundries 
have increased, as canneries and | 
garment factories have grown, and | 
as labor-saving devices have come | 
into the home,’’ Dr. Louise Stanley. 
home economics director who super- 
vised the survey, said. 

“Then, too,’’ she added, ‘‘many 
a homemaker would rather spend 
for a car and widen her social con- 
tacts than to spend for a maid if 
this means only leisure to sit on 
bors ride by.” 

Coast Areas Lowest. 

The New England and Pacific re- | 
gions were lowest in percentage of 
families having hired help and in av- 
erage amount spent. In the former 
only one in 25 families employed 
help. The average of all families | 
was $54 a year. 

On the Pacific coast the percent- 
age of such families ranged from 
4 in the low income bracket to 45 | 
in the highest. Hired help for the 
housewife was slightly more preva- | 
lent in North Central, Middle At- | 
lantic, Plains and Mountain states. 

The Southeastern village house- 
wife, in contrast to her Northern 
and Western sisters, stood a very 
good chance of having help. Among 
2,092 families interviewed household 
help ranged from 16 per cent in the 
income bracket ($250-$499 a 
year) to 100 per cent in the highest 
($5,000-$9,999) .

Reptiles by Science. 


NEW YORK. — The poisonous 
venoms of bees, lizards, salaman- 
ders, and the deadly rattlesnake 
and cobra were declared to offer new 
hope to sufferers from palsy, paral- 
ysis, spinal cord injuries and other 
painful nerve disturbances. 


The use of insect and reptile poi- 


from cancer and other malignant 
diseases is not new, Dr. M. B. 
Greene of New York declared in a 
report to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, but 
the method of using them to ‘‘block 
off’? individual nerves or sets of | 
nerves is now being successfully ap- 
plied for the first time on a large 
scale. 

The poisons so used are much 
more effective in relieving pain than 
opium or morphine, but heretofore 
they have been used primarily in 
making easier the last days of per- 
sons suffering from incurable dis- 
eases.
